Dr. Robert A. Milliken, one of 
the world’s most famous scien- 
tists, will speak in Chaffey junior 
college auditorium at 9:15 a.m., 
April 2. He will appear as a jun- 


ior college assembly speaker and; 


the general public is invited to at- 
tend. Attendance, however, will 
be limited due to the auditorium 
seating capacity. 

Dr. Milliken is coming after re- 
ceiving invitations many times 
during the last 10 years. His ap- 
pearance is looked upon as an out- 
standing event and a rare oppor- 
tunity for the students and the 
general public. Topic of his ad- 
dress has not been announced. 
Whenever he_ speaks, his words 
are closely followed and wide in- 
terest is being shown in his com- 
ing early next month. 

The famous scientist is listed as 
a professor of physics at the Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology, but 
he is widely known for his many 
experiments and his wide research 
work.
